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Killing Off the Sockeye 


R. ROBERT J. SCHOETTLER, 

supervisor of fisheries — for 
Washington State and chairman of 
the’ International Pacific Salmon 
Fisheries Cominission, has issued a 
blunt warning. 

He says that the Fraser River 
sockeye fistwries face extinction un- 
less international control. ts estab- 
lished over net fishing off the west 
coast of Vancouver Island and Wash- 
incton outside the territorial limits 

Mr. Schoettler is neither bluffing 
nor starting at shadows. | His state- 
ment follows reports of intensive 
activity off the west coast by both 
U.S. and Canadian boats. There is, 
however, conflict over the statement 
that fishermen ofboth nations are 
using mile-long nets Canadian 
authorities say that Canadian fisher- 
men, under regulations, are limited 
to nets 300 fathoms long. Some U.S 
boats are using nylon that 
stretch a mile 

How iong, ask the Canadians, Can 
fishermen of this country be held to 
the shorter nets if their competitors 
from the U.S. are getting away with 
much larger equipment? What pur- 
pose is served by Canadian regula- 
tions if the sockeye fisheries of the 
Fraser and other streams are being 
depleted to the threat of extinction 
by Americans? 

The United States faces difficul- 
ties in its approach to the. matter 
Fisheries in that country fall 
the jurisdiction states | 
hence are removed from direct 
eral action.

By terms imposed in the agree- 
ment. following the war, Japanese 
fishermen were required to stay out 
of Pacific high seas fisheries where 
nationals of the other two signatory 
powers were fishing, under control 
to the fullest extent possible without 
injuring the fisheries. By. this agree- 
ment conservation measures could 
be taken 

_If it becomes apparent that Cana- 
dian and U.S. fishermen are operat- 
ing without control and endangering 
the fisheries themselves,. then the, 
terms @& prohibition against Japan- 
coming over to these grounds 
carry no weight. The result of such 
an invasion from the other side of 
the ocean need not be labored 

Action undoubtedly will be taker 
by Canada and the United States 
The U.S. can and does control fish- 
eries in Alaska, where, because of 
the territory’s status, states’ rights 
do not intervene, Means’ will

Moscow radio announced that 
Gero and Soviet Premier Niko- 
lai Bulganin had joined Tito, 
Soviet Communist Party Lead- 
er Nikita S. Khrushchev and 
Security Chief Gen. Ivan Serov 
in the mysterious Communist 
goings on in the Crimea. 

The Moscow broadcast made 
it sound like a pleasant sum- 
mer outing with a party of 20 
or so high Communists and 
their wives strolling along the 
beach and sitting down to a 
luxurious meal. But there were 
growing indications the meet- 
ing was brought on by a major 
schism in the Communist 
party. 


TITO APPEASED 


Tito has become more friend- 
ly in recent months with most 
ef the Communist satellites. 
But he has remained coo] to 
Hungary and Albania, his 
neighbors who were second only 
to Russia in attacking him 
when he broke with Joseph 
Stalin, 

The Communists earlier “ap- 
peased” Tito by ousting his 
arch-enemy, Matyas Rakosi, as 
head of the Communist party in 
Hungary and replacing him 
with Gero, But Tito has never 
indicated any great fondness 
for Geno, who has made little 
radical changes in Hungarian 
policy. 

Rakosi was dismissed for 
being too strong a Stalin man—| 
for following too closely the| 
“cult of the individual.” Many 
observers consider Gero equally 
as pro-Stalin and say that is 
why Hungarian-Yugoslav rela- 
tions have not improved.

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Anda Little Child Led 100 to Christ at. Victoria Evangelistic Mission

Struck by the powerful message of evangelist Tom 
Rees, at. least- 100 persons committed their lives to Christ 
at Memorial Arena Sunday night. SF 

The final rally of the week-long Inter-Church Evengelis- 
tic Mission drew another 6,500 to the arena. 

.. Five times the number whe. stood at the opening rally 
eight days ago answered Rees’ call fer “living sacrifice” to 
Jesus Christ. 4 

Among them was a little girl, about six years old. When 
her mother tugged frantically at her coat, ‘she turned and 
said in a loud whisper: “Why don’t you stand up too?” She 
stood resolutely through the singing of the final hymn. 

“This has been a week of great blessing to the people 
of this city,” said mission co-chairman Dr. F, E. H. James. 
“Mr. Rees is a man specially gifted by God to create in the 
minds of people a spiritual crisis. 
~ . “Great good has heen accomplished. Christian leaders 
and the churches have been brought closer together in co- 
operation and a great many people have returned to.God.” 


Rees will conduct another mission in the Alberni 
Valley, Oct. 10 ‘to 21, before returning to England. 

“T have enjoyed every moment of my stay here,” the 
evangelist said. “I've made some-wonderful friends. [never 
thought that among those who are my personal friends 
would be a real live archbishop. But there is and I don’t 
think His Grace (Archbishop Harold E. Sexton) would mind 
me saying so.” 

Before giving his address, Rees led the congregation in 
a hymn, not on the hymn sheet. Everyone joined in fer- 
vently. The four-line hymn “Turn Your Eyes Upon Jesus” 
had become the theme song of the mission. It has been sung 
at least twice at every meeting held in the past eight days. 

Text of his final talk here was the question asked by 

- Pontius Pilate before the crucifixion, “What shall f do*then 
with Jesus which is called the Christ?” 

“This is undoubtedly the most important question ever 
asked,” he said. “It is important because it concerns an im- 
portant person. 

“Jesus Christ caused no small stir in Jerusalem when he 
said he had power on earth to forgive sins.

Many women have 
noticed that they practically 
never take cold except during 
the time just before their mens- 
tural periods. Then the body 
is under strain because of the 
change in hormone balance 
Loss of sleep and overeating 
also are factors.

Why Do Animals Hibernate? 


This question comes up in the 
fall when many animals are 
getting ready for their. long 
winter sleep. Most people think 
that these creatures doze away 
the winter only to escape the 
cold weather. There is.evidence 
to show that this may be just 
one of several reasons. Most 


|hibernating animals depend a 


great deal upon insects for food 
Frogs feed on insects and snakes 
feed on.the frogs that feed on 
the insects And insects, as 
everyone knows, are plentiful 
in the summer and scarce in the 
winter. It) may well be that 


|shortage of winter food is the 


main reason why certain .ani- 
mals go into hibernation. 

There may also be other rea 
sons which we do not- fully 
understand. Frogs have heen 
taken from their ponds ahd kept 
in summer conditions through 
the-winter. This included plenty 
of flies and insects for food 
Even so, the funny fellows 
dozed away part of the winter 
True, they stayed alert. for 
some of the time and even 
woke up from time to time. But 
they seemed to need 
periods which they do not get 
in the summer 

After all. a frog does not get 
much rest in the summer All 
day, he is busv swimming, sun 
bathing, catching insects and 
dodging his enemies. When 
night falls, he cannot resist rais

So, food shortage and — the 
need fora long rest also may be 
good reasons for hibernation. 
Certainly cold weather is not 
the only reasons. For some 
animals go into a summer sleep. 
This summer sleep is called 
aestivation to distinguish it 
from the winter sleep of hiber- 
nation. In eertain parts of the 
world, crocodiles alligators 
frogs and even snails to go into 
a deep summer sleep. 

These animals need water or 
motst air conditions to make 
them comfortable, When 
streams dry up, crocodiles and 
alligators dig themselves into 
the- mud and fall asleep. Cer. 
tain frogs of Australia do the 
Same thing. They have found 
a foot down in dry caked mud. 
Each was fast asleep in a round 
hole lined with moist slime.
